and various other implements, leaving 
them but asmall, and asI think, insuf- 
ficient amount with which to putchase 
corn and provisions necessary to carry 
them through the season. Forthese reasons 
combined, [ am induced to think that 
much of the cotton being worked by 
freedmen upon their own account, and 
which now promises very fairly, will be 
abandoned or at least will yield but a 
small return peracre.
